T feel that I ha»e been peculiarly 
honored in the generou« reception you 
have given me and it is the more de­ 
lightful because it so obviously cornea 
from the heart. 
And I cannot but be­ 
lieve that it is an instinctive response 
to the feeling that 1« in my own breast, 
because 1 think that even you, who 
f**e| contact with our soldiers, cannot 
hut realize the depth and sincerity of 
tin* feeling of the United State« for 
France. 


Old Friendship Renewed. 


" It is an ancient friendship, hut it 
lias been renewed and lias taken on a 
new youth. 
It is a friendship which 
Is not only tentative, but one based 
upon a communion of principle. 
"Yo u have s p o k e n very generously 
and beautifully of the relations which 
have sprung up between yourselves 
and our soldiers.
